NEW YORK, Monday. — Egypt was expected to an- 
nounce soon that it would accept U.N. arbitration of 
Suez Canal disputes, “The New York Times” reported 


today in a dispatch from Cairo. 
dispatch said that

& guarantee that the Canal 
would be insulated from 
Egyptian national politics, the 
dispatch said. 

It quoted Cairo as saying 
that in the document Egypt 
also would agree to accept «a 
U.N. advisory council of tech- 
nical experts that would ad- 
vise the Canal Authority on 
operational matters. “But on 
the major issue of toll - 
ments Egypt has not budged,” 
the report added.

“The document, it is report- 
ed, will reaffirm Egypt's insis- 
tence that all ships must pay 
their dues in acceptable cur- 
rency to the Egyptian Canal 
Authority,” according to the 
dispatch. 

Whether such a unilateral 
declaration would be regarded 
by the maritime powers as 
sufficiently binding was 4oubt- 
ful, the report added, but it 
quoted diplomatic sources as
